ftacking the bales in order to pre¬ 
vent the wire or twine bale ties 
coming Into direct contact with 
the ground. A further precaution 
should be taken by placing the 
first row of bales in such it man- 
ne rthat ^he wire or twine Is on 
the side «nd not on the bottom. 

The baled hay should then be 
placed into the stack in definhe 
layers. Each succeeding layer 
should be placed perpendicular to 
the preceeding layer. Extra spe<a 
lal care must be taken to place the 
bales carefully along the outer 
edge of the stack. These bales 
must be firm and well tied. Some 
operators prefer to build stacks of 
baled hay by keeping the sides fair 
ly straight and up to a height of ll>< 
to 13 bales leaving a flat top. The 
top of the stack is then covered 
with loose hay In m^h the same 
manner a^ tQiyjing a stack of loose 
hay. Others prefer to build .stacks 
of baled hay by keeping the sides 
straight for approximately five or 
six bales high and then drawii^ in 
towards the centre each successive 
layer of bales, the width of one- 
half a bale until the stack is com¬ 
pleted. llie entire surface then 
covered with loose hay and this Is 
held down with wire or twine.
